PLEA OP FORMER ADJUDICATION. 


Can the Woman Ortc» Acquitted Be 


Again Tried on Sam« Accusation. 


In the clixuit 
court 
"Wednesday 


the time -was largely given up to ar- 
guments on law points in the Jame 
son divorce case and when adjoutn 
ment time came half of the attorneys 
interested had not been able to say 
a worJ and they will piobably talk all 
this forenoon. 


After a jury of twelve men had been 


selected cut not sworn, the attorneys 
tor the defense filed two additional 
pleas and of course there were argu- 
ments to be made 
and 
the 
jury, 


though not sworn, ivere sent from 
the room and did not come back until 
court adjourned for the 
day, when 


Judge Cochnm chtuged them tlie same 
as though they had been sworn. 


Bei tram Jameson is seeking to di- 


vorce Ins wife, Mary 
Janiesou. 
He 


charges her with adultery and cruel- 
ly. A year ago there was a trial in 
this case, Jameson then charging his 
wife with adultery. Khii filed a cross 
bill asking- tliat^the decree be given 
on her petition charging Jameson with 
adultery and drunkenness. 


There was a bitterly contested case 


and the jury returned a. verdict that 
Maiy Jameson was not 
guilty 
as 


charged In the cross bill. The court 
then dismissed both bills for want 
of equity at the cost ot each complain- 
ant. The judge's docket at that term 
shows that a motion for a new trial 
was then overruled. The plaintiff, in 
the original bill then asked le.avc to 
dismiss the bill 
without 
prejudice 


and that was allowed. 


Stripped of all the technical flies thJs 


motion to dismiss without prejudice 
means that the plaintiff wished to be 
placed in the position as though the 
suit had never been insliluled and to 
have the right to reinstltule the cause 
on the sahie charges as were made in 
the suit originally. 


The .pleas filed by the defense yes- 


terday after the Jury had been accept- 
ed w^s that a. mistake had bee made 
at the conclusion of the first hearing 
in allowing the motion 
to 
dismiss 


without prejudice, the theory being 
that that motion should have been 
ma<3e before Ihe jury retired. The de- 
fense held that the woman 
Imving 


been once tried by a jury on a given 
charge and acquitted, could not be 
put on trial a second lime on the same 
charges. There was another plea, too, 
that the change of cruelty was well 
kno\vn at the time the first bill was 
(lied and that that charge should have 
been Incorporated in the first bill. 


To the first pie:* th» 
complainant 


said lhat the theory of former adjudi- 
cation advanced by the defense would 
hold good In common law, but not in 
chancery practice.

Then the attorneys began to get 


down law books and tell the court. 
Tlie tables within the bar were piled 
with the reports of higher courts and 
decisions were read, 
showing what 


had been the ruling In similar cases. 
C. C. Leforgee and W. E. Nelson ar- 
gued and I. A. Buckingham was still 
talking when court adjourned. All of 
the other attorneys in the case will 
make their arguments today.

hour and made clear the position of 
the faculty members of the board of 
control in the management of athletic 
affairs. The controversy started some 
time ago over 
I he basket mill affair 


and has been hanging fire every since. 
The contention la to sec who shiill 
control the affairs of the association, 
the board of control or the member's 
of the association. The reasons for dih- 
continuing basket hull AS given hy ih<? 
board art? as follows: 


First, The season has Listed already 


over four months and now -would be a. 
good time to stop without incurring i»ny 
more expense sin<l have n good balance. 
In the treasury. 


Second. The games take considerable 


time and a teacher must ')e present 
at practice. The teachers feel that they 
have devoted enough lime to this and 
that for in,? remainder of the yeiir 
school work should receive all their 
attention. 


Third, There should be some money 


in the treasury to start the season 
next y.ear, 


Fourth, The school work of some 


suffers from the attention given bas- 
ket hall which utienlion should b£ 
given their studies. 


While 
fully 
understanding these 


reasons the contention by the hoard to 
control affairs does not meet with fa- 
vor by the pupils. Mr. Ehrman fur- 
ther 
announcer! 
thnt 
any action 


of the association must have the sanc- 
tion of the board of control before bo- 
ing valid. The money matters must be 
entirely in the hands of Uie board and 
no action by the association in regard 
to money affairs can be taken by the 
students, that is the 
expenditure of 


money. The hoard of control mny veto 
any action of the pupils, but any sug- 
gestion they wish (o make to the board 
will receive their eon si deration. 
The 


members nuiy enter into the discussion 
of any matter and make recommenda- 
tions to Ihe board and If they see fit 
the recommendations may be carried 
out with their sanction. The control of 
rack affairs and all athletic practice 
will be in the hands of the director. 
Mr. Hayward, These regulations seem 
to be somewhat iron clad, to the 'stu- 
dents and they are averse to accepting 
them. The hoys contend that since tney 
have to'raise the money they should be 
he ones to say how it should be ex- 
pended.

toon Results Favorably to the 


Board of Trustees,

THE TRUSTEES' SIDE 


Testimony Showed Mrs. Roberts Wao

The testimony in fa\r>v of the home

Mr. Gray, both of whom were helpless 
and unable to cave fov themselves, She 
had protested against their being ad- 
mitted to the home, and made oie pro- 
test to everybody.

the home, told of his trouble -with Mrs. 
Roberts, nni. letters he had written of 
the troubles ot the place were identified 
by him. Mr, Baldwin related the lan- 
guage used by Mrs. Roberts and it was 
not th.e same used by it Sunday school 
superintendent in opening- a class ser- 
vice. In fact it cannot be printed. Mis, 
Robeits was rather pi of use in ^esciib- 
ing the kind of people she met and had 
volunteered to tell Mr. Baldwin that he 
nas a c( — n idiot. On cross examination 
Mr. Baldwin said he believed the lady 
and sister was wrong in her deductions 
but, perhaps, ne was prejudiced and 
not competent to testify. 


Mi-s. Kate Baldwin corroborated tne 


statements of her huswmd and said 
Mrs. "Roberts might be a sympathetic 
person, but the language described by 
witness did not go to prove the sym- 
pathy was running in deep channels.

This letter was to the effect that Mrs. 
Roberts srekinc admission to the homp
